Mere,  for  halt'  a  cvntuiy,  he 
walked  up  and  dowu  niuoot  the  pco- 
ple,  grandly,  yet  humbly  ;  thinking  and 
living  at  times  in  a  realm  far  nl 
and  beyond  the  people,  yet  like  all 
Iy  great  meu,  in  sympathy  with  his 
surroundings,  aud  interested  in  the 
family    aud  neighborly 


lie  whom  Klkry  Clianuuig,  Haw- 
thorn, Theodore  lVrkrr,  George  Kip- 
ley  and  a  host  of  others  lelt  hoooml  io 
knowing,  he  whom  many  of  lite  great 
and  good  from  every  clime  who  came 
to  our  shores  were  glad  lo  meet  and 
visit  in  his  unpretentious  home,  he 
who  never  sought,  hut  always  received 
flattering  consideration  Iroiu  the  world's 
intellectually  aud  spirit  ually  distinguish- 
ed, loved  this  village  and  this  people  ; 
as  a  neighbor,  he  was  kind-hearted 
and  considerate :  as  a  citizen,  intcrvv 
nl  in  the  public  weal,  and  in  symoatby 
w  ith  every  movement  lor  tlie  physical

Tho  sympathising  neighbor,  true 
Iriend,  valued  citiien,  eminent  philan- 
thropist, scholar,  and  writer,  and  the 
venerable  sage,  has  crossed  llie  bourn 
separating  the  finite  from  the  infinite, 
which  lo  him  was  a  mountain  range 
bathed  in  perpetual  Mioshioc  and 
warmth,  and  not  a  dark  valley.

The  phyiscnl  |<rvsencc  I  hat  Iul-  borne 
itself  so  nobly  and  purely  tor  four  score 
years,  is  prostrate :  bot  tbe  rare  pro- 
duct of  those  years  remains,  ami  tbe 
truths  he  discovered  and  told  shine 
with  new  and  increasing  lustre :  and 
we,  aud  generations  yet  unknown,  wOl 
'land  within  the  sacred  precinct  of  his 
•tody,  walk  the  paths  and  grounds  be 
had  walked,  read  aud  profit  hy  his 
writings,  and  lire  with  bim  as  we  walk 
and  live  with  the  few  truly  great  men 
who  have  gone  the  same  mystic  way 
before  him.

Emerson's  Literary  Leadership. 

Four  men  among  the  earlier  writers 
ol  tho  century  have  made  American 
literature  koown  wherever  tho  Flngtish 
lantruage  is  spoken — Irving,  Haw- 
thorne, Longfellow  and  Flmerson.  Each 
did  bis  work  supremely  well,  but  each 
in  his  own  way.  The  one  did  not  cn- 
h  upon  the  other.  Two  of  these 
writers,  Hawthorne  and  Emerson,  were 
if  genius.  They  not  only  had  sin- 
gular gifts  of  expression  in  writing,  but 
unique  and  fresh  things  lo  write. 

iwtborae  had  the  weird  and  subtle 
imagination  by  which  he  could  trans- 
form aod  change  lile  at  his  touch,  but 
Emerson  bad  more.    He  had  the  |>owcr 
of  making  yoo  see  life  from  a  Ircsb 
of  view.    His  imagination  color 
ed  his  thought.    He  spoke  like  un  ora- 
cle, and  had  the  inner  wisdom  and  fit- 
ting intelligence  that  make  the  oracle 
oracular.    He  had  more  pnre  imagina- 
force  than  any  other  American, 
vlbotoe  had  tbe  power  to  invest  life 
with  ibo  tragic  intensity  of  his  own 
feelings,  hnt  Emerson  carried  his  irnag- 
"  in  into  the  world  of  thought.  His 
mind  was  rather  structural  than  creative. 
He  seldom  wrote  a  pathetic  essay  like 
Irving  ;  tbe  melody  of  "Hiawolha"  aud 
the  hriiliant  imagery  of  "Evangeline" 
alike  out  of  his  reach  ;  the  crciiliun 
of  Ibe  characters  of  the  ••Scarlet  Letter" 
also  beyond  him ;  but   no  other 
writer  had  his  insight  into  life,  no  other 
had  tho   magnificent  sweep    of  his 
thonght.  no  other  realized  a-  he  did  tho 
iptritual  in  the  outward  and  tbe  tur- 
mal.—f  Herald.

Satalt  librnry  Association. 

A  little  more  than  three  months  ago, 
;vcral  of  our  citizens  who  were  ear 
est  and  determined  in  the  matter  of 
having  a  library  In  Scituate  went  to 
work  with  a  will,  and  already,  have  a 
collection  of  nearly  aoo  books,  and 
ill  rapidly  make  additions  thereto  as 
□ney  shall  be  furnished  for  that  pur- 
pose. An  Association  known  as  the 
P.  Y.  O.  C.  Association  was  formed 
igo,  and  nearly  a 
thousand  dollars  was  contributed  tow- 
ard the  erection  of  a  building  for  a 
library  and  the  purchase  of  books  fot 
ic  ;  but  as  yet  the  public  have 
advantage  of  their  efforts  and 
the  money  in  their  hands  is  at  present 
passive,  at  least  so  far  as  a  library  is 
concerned.  The  present  Satuit  Library 
composed  of  many  who 
formerly  connected  with  tl.e 
P.  Y.  0.  C.  Association,  and  were  znz 
mcthing  done  toward 
the  establishment  of  a  library. 
Differences  of  opinion  led  to  a  split 
the  original  association.  Mrs.  Ceo. 
HAVebb,  Mis.  E.  O.Cooke  and  ethers 
to  work  with  a  will  a  nd  soon  1  ad 
a  hundred  dollars  with  which  to 
purchase  books.  The  association  have 
also  realized  about  seventy  dollars  in 
entertainments,  and  have  a  member- 
ship of  over  a  hundred,  a  tax  of  one 
dollar  annually  being  asked  of  eac!.
